It m ay not show up until several months later. 
Som etim es it develops without any abvious ex plana­ 


tion. 


In acute attacks of nephritis the sym p tom s com e 
on rapidly hut painlessly. The patient feels uncom ­ 
fortable and m ay notice som e puffiness under the 
eves Swelling of the lox x er pari of the legs, perhaps 
bloody 
urine, h eadaches, 
loss of appetite,

sened amount of urine and its dark, bloody or cloudy 
appearance, are characteristic. 
Chronic 
nephritis 
starts 
more 
g radually. 
Its 
sym ptom s resem ble the acute variety but are less 
severe. It often follows attac ks of acute nephritis. 
As soon as diag nosis has been m ade by ex am in ­ 
ing the urine and blood, treatm ent should beg in. In 
acute B rig h ts disease, bed lest is necessary. Die' 
is important and is desig ned to fit the ability of the 
kidneys to take care of the food eaten. 
In Hie chronic form of Blig ht s disease 
special 
attention is g iven to the accumulation of dropsical 
fluid. Drug s are som etim es used to stim ulate the 
secretion of the urine and thereby rem ove som e of 
the ex cessive fluid. Accum ulated fluid inside the 
abdomen is often drawn off through a needle. 
The treatm ent of nephritis has improved over 
the years. In that which follows acute infections, 
new hope is offered bv the antibiotics. They m ay 
often stop such infections befoie they have had a 
(hance io dam ag e the kidneys* seriously 
Rut chronic nephritis, x viii* Ii is probably what 
Mrs.
